Boys Defy the Cold. . 

The attack of pneumonia developed from 
a coid contracted during the recent severe 
weather. The Groton’ boys, in a spirit of 
bravado, have been going ‘about without 
hats or overcoats In order to inure them- 
selves to extreme winter temperature. 

As a result of this defiance five cases of 
pneumonia have developed, young Roose- 
velt's being the latest. Gf the five cases, 
.one of them, Carroll Hodges of ‘New York, 
died on Jan. 25 after an illness of twenty- 
four hours. Since his death the boys appear 
to have lost some of their bravado.

Sultation between Dr. Warren and the Rev. 
Endicott Peabody, head master of the school, 
it was decided that the lad's condition was 
such that President Roosevelt should be noti- 

ed at once. 5 


School Is Dismissed. 

As soon as the message had been sent to 
the President there was a conférence of the 
teachers of the school, and it was decided by 
Head Master Peabody that the severity of 
young Roosevelt's iliness warranted the 
closing of the school at once. 

Tomorrow will find the school practically 
deserted, for a majority of the 160 students 
departed for their homes during the after- 
noon and the rest will-leave in the morning. 


Mr. Peabody issued orders of the most im- 


perative character that no information 
whatever should be given at the institution 
regarding young Roosevelt's condition, and 
to all inquiries the answer was given that 
all information in régard to the boy must 
come from President Roosevelt. : 

It was, however, learned tonight that the 
patient's condition, while perhaps not of 
critical nature, is yet sufficiently serious to. 
cause alarm, especially on account of the 
uncertainty of the disease. The boy is not 
regarded as being of a parvicularly strong 
physique. Neither is he a frail youth.» And 
it is thought that his powers of. resistance 
are not above the average. . 


Mrs. Roosevelt Leaves for Groton. 


Washington, D. G., Feb. 7.—[Special.]—The 
President received a telegram this morning 
announcing that his son, Theodore Roosevelt 
Jr., is ill with pneumonia at Groton, Mass., 
where he is attending school. Mrs. Roose- 
velt immediately canceled all her social en- 
gagements for the remainder of the season 
and left Washington this afternoon for 
Groton. Further news was received from 
the bedside during the day, but the mes- 
sages indicated that it would be impossible 
to determine before tomorrow whether The- 
odore’s iliness is really serious or not. 

The President’s anxiety, however, is such 
that his plans for the trip to Charleston 
Exposition next“ week have been radically 
changed. Instead of leaving Washington on 


Monday and remaining until Friday, he will | 


leave Tuesday and return Thursday, mak- 
ing only a brief visit to the fair, and omitting 
the other proposed features of the trip to 
South Carolina. In case the iliness of his 
son becomes much more serious, the trip 
to Charleston may be omitted altogether. 

In view of Mrs. Roosevelt's absence the 
ladles of the Cabinet will not go to Charles- 
ton, and the President will be accompanied 
only by two or three members of the Cab- 
inet, Secretary Cortelyou, and some Ste- 
nographers and clerks. 

All the information received at the White 
House in regard to the illness of the Pres- 
ident’s son is that his condition is not at the 
present time. alarming, but the nature of 
the disease gives cause for anxiety. In case 
more unfavorable reports should be received 
tomorrow, the President will = Mrs. 
Roosevelt at Groton at once. 

His Life at School. 

Thera is no distinction at Groton between 
the President’s son and the other boysin the 
academy. He ‘s pommeled and knocked 
about just as : ny other boy. He is popular 
beth with his instructors and playmates.

BERLIN, Feb. %.—Emperor William has 


determined to make war en Christian 


Science, and has cdtled to his aid the Chief 
of Police and other high municipal authori- 
ties. With their assistance he hopes to de- 
vise measures for counteracting the spread 
of the faith healing cult, not only in Berlin 
‘but all through the empire. 

The Kaiser's action has caused no little 
surprise here in Berlin, as Christian Science 
has been taken up in the highest circles. 

The spread of Christian. Science in Ger- 
many has attracted attention in political cir- 
cles, and already a strong disposition is vi- 
dent in Reichstag circles to attempt its sup- 
pression. The question has been discussed, 
N but on each occasion Count von Posadowsky- 
Wehner, the Imperial Secretary of State, has 
intervened to prevent any action. 

The Kaiser’s declaration of war on Chris- 
tian Science is all the more surprising in view 
of the declaration of his Secretary of State 
that the power of the State should not be 
used to combat the spread of the cult. It 
was generally believed that the Secretary of 
State voiced the sentiments of the Kaiser. : 

The papers declare that some months ago 
several persona prominent in aristocratic 
society in Potsdam had taken up various 
forms of obscurantism, which had then 
lately been introduced from America, and 
were being conducted by a German woman, 
assisted by two Americans, on business prin- 
ciples. ‘They met with roaring success. 

It seems that fhe matter did not attract 
the Emperor's attention untl two weeks ago, 
awhen the National Zeitung began exposing 
the exponents of the new cult, saying they 
were frauds. It declared that municipal 
buildings in Berlin had been used for their 
meetings without the knowledge 
thorities. 

Threatens to, Use Force. 


The Emperor today conferred with Police | 


President Windheim and Dr. Faber, Superin- 

.tendent of the Lutheran Church, and direct- 
ed that measures be taken to stop the craze. 
One versiof states that his Majesty angrily 
declared that he would not stand such non- 
sense poisoning his subjects’ minds.

CHICAGO MAN DIES ON SH

Fred W. Matthews Signs as Assistant 
Foreman on British Transport—Fam- 
ily Goes to New Orleans for Body. 


New OrleanS, La.,. Feb. 7.—[Special.]—Mr. 
and Mrs. George W. Mathews and Mrs. Fred 
W. Mathews, Chicago, reached New Orleans 


last night in response to a telegram from the 


‘officers of the British transport Indian, an- 
nouncing the death of Fred W. Mathews, a 
young Chicago merchant who went to Dur- 
bin, south Africa, to seek his fortune. 

The young man’s father is one of the best- 
known merchant tailors in Chicago. Fred- 
erick, the son, graduated from one of the 
Western colleges and then went into business 
with his father. He finally concluded to 
go to south Africa two years ago, 
founded a merchant tailoring business in 
Durbin, and was doing well. He wanted to 
come to the United States on one of the 
British transports, but he was refused pas- 
sage, as they do not carry passengers. The 
only way to get aboard was to ship as an 

employé, so he signed the ship's papers as 
assistant foreman with H. T. Watters. 

When eight days out, while the vessel was 
at the Barbadoes, the young man became 
ill... He suffered intensely and died at the 
Louisiana quarantine station, the body be- 
ing interred there. 

The steamship Indian, Captain Daniels, ar- 
rived here Wednesday evening and the fam- 
ily in Chicago were notified. They came in

Shylock, the usurer, outwitted by Portia. 
in Shakspeare's verse, was denied his myth- 
ical birthright by Dr. Emil G. Hirsch in a 
lecture last night at the Temple Israel. 

In his address, “Was Shylock a Jew?’ [| 
Dr. Hirsch called the proofs of Jewish his- 
tory, character, and religion to his aid in 
supporting his contention that Shylock's 
personality denoted the presence of no drop 
of Jewish blood. Instead of blaming the 
Jew the speaker arraignéd the Gentile as 


not denied. 

Temple Israel was crowded with Jews from 
many parts of the city to hear the lecture in | 
defense of the race, and scores were turned 
away, unable to find even standing room. 


May Be Founded in Fancy. 

„The character of Shylock may have been 
depicted from migtatory literature or from 
fancy; never from actual acquaintance with 
a Jew,” declared Rabbi Hirsch. History 
reveals no opportunity for such a drawing. 
Shakspeare himself never could have held 
converse with a repfesentative of the race 
who could have given him the character. 

The Jews were expeliei from England in 
1280, and wore only allowed to return in 
Oliver Cromwell's time. It is claimed that 
Jews remained in London even after the 
order of eviction, and that a Portuguese Jew 
sought the life of Queen Elizabeth. This 
man, however, was a court physician, not a 
money lender. Shakspeare could not have 
found his character. there, and it stands an 
incontrovertible fact that the bard of Avon 
never met a Jew who gave way to those out- 
bursts of passion and vindictive spirit as did 
the Shylock of his Merchant of Venice. 
Search the annals of Venice, the arcaivet, 
and the court records, and not a breath can 
be found to support the claim that Shylock 
lived in history before he was immortalized 


in Shakspeare’s verse. 
Story Has Religious Meaning. 


“The original story of the pound of flesh 
has a religious meaning. Many Buddhist 
took a vow to give a pound of flesh to his 
god. Fables of the pound of flesh had wan- 
dered from land to land. The Chinese learned 
it from, the native of India. Then it found its 
way to Arabia, where we read stories of the 
pound of fl reclaimed before a Judge, who 
denies the 8 to take the bond. 

„Not unt 1300 does the Jew figure in the 
tale. In the ancient stories, written long be- 
fore the time of Shakspeare, the Jew is some- 
times the creditor and sometimes the debtor. 


- Opposed to Jewish Law. 


manded to cut the living flesh to satisfy it. 
Jewish law of the period could not counte- 
nance such an act. It isin the Roman law 
that a creditor may cut a pound of flesh 
from a living body, but not the Jewish law. 
Had such a case been tried the Jew would 
certainly have been cheated of his bond, but 
the Jew would never have claimed it. 

History shows the Jewish horror of any- | 
thing that will mutilate God’s temple, the 
human body. Even post-mortem examina- 
tions were allowed by the Jews only after a 
struggle. If ever a Jew clutched the unholy 
passions of a Shylock to his breast he was a 
traitor to the covenant. 


Usurer an Outcast. 

„Jewish religion is as outspoken as any ia 
its demands upon its people. The one who 
takes usury blasphemes God. That is the 
law. Jewish laws for many years made it 
impossible for a usurer to sign his name 
even to a marriage contract. The usurer 
is an outcast and is recognized as such by 
all Jews. If Shylock was à usurer, he was 
by that act alone no J ew, even if he still pos- 
sessed the architecture of the nose. 

„ The Jew was never a money lender until 
his Hfe with Christians made it imperative. 
He was first a tiller of the soil. In the 
feudal system the Jews were made to furnish 
the money for the Christians, Even Bishops 
wanted money from them,and when the time 
came for payment they found it against their 
principle to pay interest and against their 
interest to pay principal. . 


Poet Printed a Lesson. 

„ As Shylock was spurned so were the 
Jews spurned for fifteen centuries. If Shak- 
speare made Shylock a typical Jew, he had 
no idea of the character of the Jewish mind. 
Shakspeare’s purpose could not have been to 
paint the Jew as he lived, because he did not 
know the Jew personally. He wished to 
show to the world that hate would beget 
hate, and that contempt and spurning of the 
Christians would bring retaliatory measures 
from an oppressed people. 

In the Jews humanity has been crucified. 
The Jew is really the mouthpiece of out- 
raged humanity. For more than fifteen cen- 
turies the Jew has paid his pound of flesh, 
but never demanded it. His soul was eaten 
to the qiuck by the oppression of his enemies, 
but he never cherished the resentment of the 
Shakspearean character. Shakspeare’s Shy- 
lock was not a Jew.”’

DEATH OF ARI 


THOMAS SIDNEY COOPER EXPIRES 


AT AGE OF % 


4, 
English Landscape and Antmal Paint- 


er Had Exhibited ia the Royal Acad- 
emy for Sixty-seven Successive 
Years and Was the Oldest Academi- 
elan at the Tinie of His Death—Be- 
‘gan Life in a Humble Career and 
Sketched His Way to Success. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 
LONDON, Feb. 7.— Thomas Sidney Cooper, 
R. A., M. V. O., the landscape and animal 
painter, died today at his residence, Vernon 


Holme, Harbledown, the spot near Canter 


bury immortalized by Chaucer. Mr. Cooper, 
who was the oldest academician, had been 
ill for some time. He was born in 1808, and 
had exhibited at the Royal Academy for 
sixty-seven years without a break. . 
Thomas Sidney Cooper was born at Can- 
terbury on Sept. 26, 1808. At the age of 17 
he became a painter at the Hastings Theater, 
and for three years gained a moderate in- 
come by scene painting. Then he became . 
drawing master at Canterbury till 1827, when 
he started for Europe. Making his way 


literally “‘ sketched” his way from that 
port to Brussels, paying his tavern bills by 
making pictures of hosts and hostesses. 
At Brussels Cooper worked his way to 
fame. He married there and intended to 
make that city his home. It was there that 
he took up animal painting. 

The revolution of 1880 involved Cooper in 
political catastrophe and he was compelled 
to return to England. He first exhibited in 
the Suffolk street gallery in 1833, and it 
brought him commissions at once. Ten 
years later his groups of cattle “‘ Going to 
Pasture,’ Watering at Evening.“ “ Cattle 
Reposing, and The King of the Mead- 
ows’ attracted general notice. 

Cooper was elected an associate of the 
Royal Academy in 1845 and a Rayol Acade-

After’ wandering for years, forgetting | 
his own identity, the Rev. Edward A. Waldo 
recovered his memory while in San Francisco 
and wrote to his father, Simon S. Waldo of 
New Haven, Conn. Edward Waldo was at 
one time secretary of the Board of Associat- 
ed Charities and a social settlement worker 
in Chicago. He disappeared once before 
‘while he was working in connection with 
the Board of Charities and was found in 
Jacksonville, Fia., after four months. He 
forgotten his identity. 
disappearance was supposed to 
be due to the same cause, and now, after 
wandering all over the country, Mr. Waldo 
has recovered from his mental lapse and has 
written. to his father.

‘Goes to Hull House to Live. 

Mr. Waldo was a young man of unusual 
abilities.

Committee on Brief. 
Dectrinal Statement for Common 
Use and Settles One Point, Retain- 
ing Substance, but Altering Form 
of Expression—Will Take Up Con- 
fession of Faith Today—Local Min- 
isters Deny Yarn from Philadelphia. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Feb. 7.—[Spectal.]—The 
Committee on Creed Revision of the Pres- 
byterian Church, which is now sitting in this 
city, devoted both sessions today to the con- 
sideration of a brief statement of doctrine, 
devoid of all technicalities, for popular use. 
-EKarnest and exhaustive discussion was 
had over the points that should be included 
in the statement. At the conclusion of the 
afternoon session a member ‘of the com- 
‘mittee said: 

Agree on One Article. 
Afer a full and free discussion the com- 
mittee have adopted one article which re- 
lates to Revelation. We have agreed upon 
the form of the article. The substance re- 


mains the same, the changes made consist 


chiefly in the manner of expression. : 
This is the st point that has been 
voted upon by the committee and formally 
adopted. The action today will stand unless 
it is reconsidered, which can be done only 
by a two-thirds vote. 

The committee tomorrow will return to 
the discussion of the revision of the con- 
fession. We shall go back to review the 
action taken tentatively on Thursday when 
it was agreed to revise chapters III. and X.

She was féted in Paris salons and 
made much of in America. Tue CHICAGO 
TRIBUNE, however, knew better and de- 
nounced her in emphatic terms. 

The real author of the book is Mile. Favre, 
who adopted a masculine pen name to spare 
herself publicity and perhaps to pique cu- 
riosity. Eve Victorieuse ’’ has been trans- 
lated as Eve Triunrphant and will be pub- 
lished in the course of a few days by Messrs. 
Putnam. It is lively reading and hits off 
American characteristics with a clever touch. 
It must not be taken without a grain of salt 
here and there over its pages, but considering 
that the author has never visited America 
her book is remarkable. There are many 
foreign writers who have visited America 
who have not hit us off half so well. de,

more than to say that the heroine is an 
American. Woman educated in France and 
married to a scientific man who gives her 
plenty of his money to gratify her whims, 
but comparatively little of his time.

The establishment of this reserve is also 
mavocated because there is in the Appala- 
an Mountains more of the forest pri- 
meval’’ and a greater variety of hardwood 
trees than anywhere else in the United 
States. President Roosevelt has spoken of 
“the ever-increasing numbers of men and 
women who have learned to find rest, health, 
and recreation in the splendid forests and 
Rower-clad meadows of our mountains.” 
The residents of the East and the middle 
West should not be forced to go to the re- 
serves in the far West to find forests. The 
forests of a part at least of the Appalachian 
region should be saved to minister to their 
Snjoyment, and also to protect vast areas 


) throughout the valley of thé Mississippi 


Against destructive floods. If the land de- 
Bired can be bought for the low price men- 
tlofied, and the forests when purchased can 
De effectively protected—which the forests in 
the reserves in the West have not always 
been—there should be an Appalachian re- 


serve.

PREVENTION OF ACCIDENTS. 
Newspapers depict the details of accidents 
to life and limb. Citizens exclaim ovef the 
misfortune, contribute to insurance societies 


carry on hospitals and asylums for the vic- 
tims and their dependents. The public 
maintains Coroners with their staves to re- 
cord in formal language the actual “ cause 
ét death” when death ensues. It pays 
State’s Attorneys and institutes grand juries 
and sustains courts and builds jails in order 
to penalize negligence after accidents have 
already occurred. But in the social or- 
ganization reasonable attention is not be- 
stowed upon the matter of preventing acci- 
dents with all their costly sequences. 

It is a striking fact that organized private 
and civic agencies having to do wtih acci- 
dents are, in the main, designed to mitigate 
their consequences or collect damages 
from somebody or to administer punishment. 
There is most carefully organised machinery 
for each of these functions. There is not, 
however, a single important agency, private 
or public, in this community whose singie 


dents. We depend chiefly upon the notion 
that the whole subject is mainly a matter 
not only for private prudence but for pri- 
vate prudence stimulated only by the en- 
forcement of legal responsibility for negli- 


gence. 
The notion, however, fails in practice, 


the States—though not in Illinois—reduiring 
the guarding of dangerous machinery recog- 
nizes the failure. The federal requirement 
of automatic couplers on trains engaged 
in interstate commerce and Pennsylvania 
legislation for safety in the working of coal 
mines constitute further recognition of the 


Tet even as to such a continuous and 
enormous line of accidents as those on rail- 
roads, public machinery for prevention is 
sluggish endugh, It took the New York 


Railroad commission in effective motion re- 
specting the dangerous tunnel, and there is 
no indication that its prudential activities 
will even now be widely and continuously 
applied. District Attorney Jerome's vigor- 
ous action, too, may naturally be expected 
te be confined to the consequences of this 
and other individual disasters. 

It is by no means easy to specify precise- 
ly how precautionary efforts against acci- 
dents should be increased and better di- 
rected, but that their paucity and lack 
of organization present a sort of hiatus in 
our social system, and one peculiarly at 
variance with the spirit of modern economy 
—which means the reduction of waste—is 
strikingly trpe.

It is true, of course, that the steam rail- 
roads were allowed to cross at grade when 
their operation began, but the cases are 
hardly parallel. The steam railroads were 
in the early days precarious enterprises, 
opening up undeveloped territory, and con- 
structed under great difficulties. They were 
obliged to depend upon borrowed, and often 
foreign, capital, which was secured at high 
rates of interest. The steam railroads 
needed a little coddling. People were glad 
to have them at almost any price. It is not 
quite so with this new and rapidly growing 
system of electric railroads. The country 
is settled, lines of trade are well mapped 
out, capital is plentiful, interest is low. 
There is no reason why anything should be 
done in a loose, haphazard way. 

The era of makeshift construction is 
closed. The new era should be one of sys- 
tem and foresight. . The electric roads 
should be made now to do what they will 
certainly have to do hereafter. They can 
afford to build with few grade crossings of 
any kind. Their investment will not be 
rendered unprofitable by the comparatively 
slight additional expenditure. The trolley 
lines now reaching out from Chicago form 
an immensely valuable property. This 
property depends on franchises granted ulti- 
mately by the people. It is only just and 
decent that the holders of the franchises

To avoid accidents in the pres- 
ent and vast expense in the future the right 
course will be to have no grade crossings out 
in the country, where electric roads are ex- 
ery to maintain extremely high rates of

that they had been inmates of Ohio and 
Indiana penitentiaries. They were hand- 
some, smart, plucky fellows, there was an 
infatuated woman, wife of their jailer, and 
they did not abandon her in time of danger. 
This was enough to appeal to the emotions 
of a few women and induce displays of 
hysteria and maudlin sympathy. The fate 
of such criminals is speedily to be forgotten. 
The sympathizers will speedily recover from 
their attacks and remain. in their normal 
condition until some more interesting crim-

THE GREAT IRRIGATION PROBLEM. 

The United States Supreme tourt has 
been called on to determine a controversy 
between the States of Kansas and Colorado. 
The suit is a novel one, but it may not be 
the last of the kind to be brought. 

The Arkansas River flows through a part 
of Colorado before it enters Kaneas. An 
increasing quantity of the water of this 
river is being diverted by citizens of Colo- 
rado to irrigate their lands. The more they 


western part of the State is notorious. 
Therefore Kansas has brought. suit against 
Colorado to restrict the diversion of the 
waters of the Arkansas. It is alleged that 
that diversion affects 2,500,000 acres of 
Kansas land, worth $50,000,000, much of it 
being owned by the State itself. 

In thé brief which has been filed for Kan- 
sas it is said that the destruction of irriga- 
tion ditches now used by various persons 


for. All that is desired is to prevent the 
State of Colorado from granting further 
irrigation privileges and thus, perhaps, di- 
verting all the waters of the Arkansas be- 
fore the river reaches the Kansas boundary 
line. A friendly arrangement with Colo- 
rado is probably out of the question, and 
hence this application to the Supreme Court, 
the only tribunal which has jurisdiction. 
If there were enough water to irrigate all 
the land in the West which would be fruit- 
ful if irrigated, there would be no occasion 
for this Kansas-Colorado suit. Colorado- 
ans would use all the water they needed 
and there would be enough left for the 
Kansans. There is a superfluity of arid 
land, however, and a scarcity of water. 
Hence controversies are sure to arise as to 


live higher up a river and those who live 
lower down its course. If the former take 
all the water they can use to advantage, as 
is the case with the New Mexicans along 
the Rio Grande, there is no water for the 
Mexicans farther down-stream. The Su- 
preme Court may be able to determine these 
conflicting rights equitably, but it hardly 
will be able to do so satisfactorily to all 
concerned. 

Now that the rivers of the far Western 
States have begun to be used for purposes 
of irrigation they assume an igterstate char- 
acter they did not possess before. New and 
curious questions arise to be passed on by 
courts and Legislatures, The general goy- 
ernment is being urged to enter upon the 
irrigation of the arid lands of the West, of 


undertaking which cannot safely be taken 
in hand except on a limited scale until the 
general government shall be assured of the 
control in States and Territories’ of the 
water available for purposes of irrigation, 


SMOKE AND BOILER ORDINANCE.

The provision, too, that the expenses of the 
department and the number of assistant in- 


exhaust the receipts from fees for boiler 
inspection exemplifies an arbitrary and be- 
lated theory of administrative organization. 


It also seems rather startling to provide 


that from the day when the new depart- 
ment comes into existence and before there 
has been time even for a single certificate 
to issue it shall be unlawful for practical- 
ly. all business steam plants to be operated 
without such a certificate. Furthermore, 
if the annual inspection of ail boilers of a 
certain clase is to be required, and the de- 
partment is to keep a list of these with the 
dates of the last inspections, it does not 
appear what good reason there can be for 
requiring proprietors — under penalties — 
specifically to demandench inspection every 
Fear.

Sousa says in his silly book, ‘ conversant with the 
usages of good society,’ who never conversed ac- 
cording to such usages. Their bad manners are 
attributed to genius. It is the privilege of genius 
to roar for beer as soon as one enters a house, 
to smoke while one plays, and to place lighted 
cigar stubs on the plano where they may burn 
the varnish. But the geniuses are comparatively 
few, and as it is possible for a man to be a musi- 
cian and a gentleman, the self-respecting musi- 
clans of Chicago are wise to disassociate them- 
selves from the sloppy scrapers of catgut and 
pounders of ivory that blow froth on the rugs and 
throw cigarets into the piano. 

„ One difficulty is that few people who employ 
musicians at thelr houses understand the attitude 
of the true musician to his art, with the result 
that, when they are not giving him good cause for 
offense, they are encouraging him to make @ 
nuisance of himself.

agreement, combination, or contract be con- 
sidered as in restraint of trade or commerce, 


nor shall any restraining order or injunction 
de issued. with relation thereto. This bill

Print Cloths Are Stronger. 

“The bulls in cotton found a long-looked- 
for opportunity this week in the reduced 
movement of supplies from the interiog, part 
of which is conceded to be due to cold 
weather. Additional strengthening features 
have been the cheerful tone of foreign and 
domestic trade reports, and the strengthen- 
ing of print cloths. Buyers and sellers of 
staple cotton, however, continue apart, and 
sales are not heavy. The contrary is true 
in the jobbing branch, particularly in prints 
and ginghams. The latter are heavily sold 
ahead in all departments. Plain dress 
woolens have held their favorable position 
of previous weeks, but a strike of a few 
woolen mill hands, near Providence, has | 
rendered a large number of operatives 
idle. A good trade in linens and silk is also 
reported at New York. Raw wool has re- 
mained steady on moderate demand and re- 
stricted supplies. Recent London wool sale 
prices are above a parity with our markets. 

The spring demand for boots and shoes 

is still not active, though more is doing at 
Philadelphia. Trade is reported slow at 
Chicago, and only gradually opening up at 
Boston. Shipments from the Hast during 
January, however, were 10 per cent in excess 
of a year ago. Leather remains steady and 
in fair demand, despite the weakening in 
prices of hides. - 
Demand for sugar remains slow, and 
prices are without material change on the 
week, while increased weight of coffee sup- 
plies has caused another reduction in that 
product.

PERFECTS NEW GASOLINE LAMP. 


Alcorn Rector’s Invention Takes Form 
ot Gas Fixture and Said to Be Safe 
from Accident. . 


The latest development of the gasoline 
lamp is ascribed to Alcorn Rector of Hot 
Springs, Ark., an inventor who has been at 
work on the problem of simpy the 
mechanism of the lamp, miakfhg it safe 
against accidents and abolishing the unpleas- 
ant odor of the gasoline. Mr. Rector has 
changed the appearance of the lamp to that 
of a gas fixture, from which can be obtained 
from one to 1,000 candle~power of illumina- 
tion with a consumption of one-half galion 
of gasoline every fifteen hours of burning at 
the maximum capacity. 

One small and simple valve controls the 
light, which can be lighted within ten sec- 
onds’ time and without the usual alcoholic 
generation. It is claimed that the light will 
burn steadily all night, that under its radi- 
ance colors have the full and correct value, 


„and that it does not disturb the eyesight as 
much as other lights. 


For the protection of the mantle it is ak- 
fixed directly to the fixture, which hangs 
rigidly from the ceiling. When the gasoline 
reservoir needs refilling it is unscrewed, 
filled, and replaced without once moving the 
mantie. In this way the mantle is pro- 
tected from breakage by handling.
